Since the initial brief report I have heard nothing in the media about 
what is being done to investigate this obviously politically-inspired murder 
of two American academics on American soil. I haven't even heard a 
condemnation of this attack from any of our elected officials, including 
you. On the other hand, acts of terrorism directed against Americans abroad 
are (of course rightly) but immediately condemned. 

Dr. Ismail a l-Farug i . aged 65, was a professor of religion who helped 
estabnsrr many Islamic institutions in the United States, such as the Muslim 
Students Association in the 1960s; the Association of Muslim Social 
Scientists in the 1970s; and the International Institute of Islamic Thought 
and the American Islamic college in the 1980s. 

He was also the founder and chair of the Islamic Studies Group of 
American Academy of Religion; the vice president of the Interfaith 
Colloquium; a prominent member of the Christian— Jewi sh-Musl im 
Conference; and the author of many books on religion. 

His wife Dr. Lois Lamya al— Faruqi , aged 60, was also a well-known 
of Islamic art and culture. 

Both were academics who were trying — peacefully — to build bridges 
the Muslim world and America. They were doing nothing more than exercising 
their First Amendment rights of free speech and freedom of religion. 

Because of just this, their murder is far more of a threat to American 
values and way of life (and even to the rights guaranteed in the 
Constitution and Bill of Rights) than the murders of Americans killed 
abroad, tragic as their deaths also were. 

As a U.S. Representative, shouldn't you be concerned about this threat, a 
threat which could undermine democracy itself? Or do First Amendment rights 
not extend to Americans who are Muslim or of Arab descent?

Thank you for providing us with the interim report from the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation regarding the murders of Dr. and Mrs. Isma'il Al-Faruqi in 
your July 18 correspondence. 

While technically speaking their brutal stabbing deaths may not fall within 
the jurisdiction of the FBI, the circumstances surrounding their deaths, their 
prominence in the 'Islamic and Arab worlds, as well as their efforts in bringing 
together the Jewish, Christian and Muslim faiths should "be taken into con- 
sideration. 


r These were not random killings in a quiet Philadelphia suburb. The Faruqis 

were hacked to death by more than a dozen stab wounds from a' 15-inch serrated 
knife. As quoted in the enclosed article from the Houston- Chronicle, Montgomery 
County (Pa.) Coroner Theodore Garcia said, "I don't believe this was a burglary. 
I believe this was a premeditated-type assassination." 


Furthermore, the death of the Faruqis’ son only a few months earlier has been 
described as "mysterious" and occurring under "suspicious circumstances." 

Initial reports said he died in a car accident while driving alone. Later 
reports indicated he may have been food poisoned which caused him to lose control 
of the car. He was stationed with the U.S. Army in New Mexico at the time of 
his death. 


I appreciate your interest in the past, and I urge you to not let this matter 
be regarded simply as a local -crime and left unresolved. Such a man of peace 
cannot be forgotten - justice must prevail.

Islamic Scholar aiid Wife 
Slain in Pennsylvania 

WYNCOTE, Pa., May 27 (AP) — An 
Islamic scholar and his wife were 
stabbed to death early today and their 
daughter 'was seriously wounded. 

Ismail al Faruqi, a 65-year-old pro- 
fessor at Temple University, and his 
59-year-old wife, Lois, an an scholar, 
were found dead with multiple stab 
wounds in their home in this suburb of 
Philadelphia, the police said. Their 27- 
year-old daughter was staboed in the 
chest and arms. 

The weapon apparently was “a 15- 
inch survival-type knife" found near 
the body of Professor al Faruqi, said 
Lieut. Robert Krauser of the Chelten- 
ham Township police. 

Sgt. Alan Butan said the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation was providing 
technical assistance to the police "be- 
cause of al Faruqi ’s prominence in the 
Islamic world." He declined to com- 
ment on reports that the couple might 
have been assassinated.

The FBI has joined the investigation because of the 
husband's connections to the Arab world. 

Ismail a! Faruqi, 65, and his 59-yoar«o)d wife. Lois, 
an art scholar, wore found dead with multiple stab 
wounds in their suburban Philadelphia home at 2:48 
a.m. Tuesday, police said. Their 27-year-old daughter 
was found on the kitchen floor, bleeding from wounds 
to the chest and arms. 

The weapon apparently was “a 15-Inch survival- 
type knife" found near the body of the al Faruqi, a 
temple University religion professor, said Lt. Detec- 
tive Robert Krauser of the Cheltenham Township 
police. 

The slayings occurred in the family's home in an 
affluent suburban Philadelphia neighborhood.' Krau- 
scr called the case “unusual* 1 - because burglary did 
not appear to be the motive. 

Krauser said police had not established a irfotive 
and knew of no threats against the professor. 

“It's hard to say if anything was taken." Krauser 
said. There were signs of a break-iri and a struggle, 
police said. 

■ “The reason the FBI was contacted was because of 
al Faruqi's prominence in the Islamic world.’* said 


Sgt. Alan Butman, declining comment on reports the 
couple may have been assassinated. 

The FBI is providing investigative and technical 
assistance to local police, said agency spokesman 
Jarpes McIntosh, who declined further comment. 


“It sounds to me to be a very 
suspicious incident,” said Faris 
Bouhafa, a spokesman for the 
Amcrican-Arab Anti-Discrimi- 
nation Committee in Washing- 
ton, D.C., which counted al Fa- 
ruqi among its 15,000 
members. 

“Dr. Faruqi was a member 
of the Anti-Discrimination 
Committee and, while he. was 
not politically active or visible, 
he was a prominent member of 
the Arab community.” 

The New Jewish Agenda, a Philadelphia group 
working to establish dialogue between local Jews and 
Palestinians, said in a statement, “We are concerned 
about a growing pattern of violence and threats of 
violence against politically outspoken Ar- 
ab-Ainericans.” 



Af Faruqi’s associates at Temple, where he had 
taught since 1908, said he was not involved in politics, 
though he traveled frequently to Arab countries. 

“I am not familiar with all his movements.” said 


Gerald Sloyan. chairman of Temple’s religion depart- 
ment and a friend. 

“He was In dose touch with many chancellors and 
presidents of Islamic universities, including those in 
Nigeria, Pakistan. Indonesia, Iran, Jordan, and Leba- 
non. He had family in Beirut. As far as I know he was 
not politically involved.” 

Al Faruqi was born in Jaffa, when the Israeli town 
was pari of British-run Palestine, and came to the 
United States after World War If. He earned his 
master’s degree at Harvard University and his doc- 
torate at the University of Indiana before becoming a 
naturalized U S. citizen. 

He studied at abAzhar University in Cairo and 
came to Temple in 1968 from Syracuse University, 
where he met and was married to his American wile. 

The discovery of the victims, both lying face down 
with multiple wounds, followed a frantic telephone 
call from their married daughter, Amnar el Zein, who 
reported “an intruder in the house,” Krauser said. 

El Zein, who was living with her parents, was in 
serious but stable condition at Roiling Hill Hospital. 

Her 18-month-old son and a 21-year-old sister, 
whose names were not available, were found un- 
harmed. hiding in a closet in the two-story dwelling. 

Al Faruqi was found in the second-floor den: his 
wife on the floor of a shed adjacent to the kitchen.

The Jewish Defense League (JDL) 
and the Jewish Defense Organization 
(J DO)— two terrorist groups affili- 
ated with Israel— are the prime sus- 
pects in the assassination of a revered 
Islamic scholar and his wife at Phila- 
delphia's Temple University on May 
27, a SPOTLIGHT reporter on the 
scene has learned from law enforce- 
ment sources close to the investiga- 
tion. 

Dr. Ismail Rajai Faruqi, 65, and his 
wife Lois, 60, were stabbed to death in 
their suburban home by an unknown as- 
sailant wielding a commando knife at 
.2:30 am on May 27; FBI sources said. 

One of the murdered couple's four . 
daughters, Anmar Zein, 27, was also/ 
wounded in the attack. Taken to Rolling 
Hills Hospital near Philadelphia with 
multiple stab wounds in the chest and 
arm, she was reportedly in “serious but 
stable condition*’ a few days later. 

On the assumption that the terrorist 
outrage was the work of pro-Israeli ter- 
rorists, Attorney General Edwin Mccsc, 
ordered a special FBI task force to take 
over the investigation of the double mur- 
der from: local police t in .Cheltenham^ 
Township, where the slain couple re- 
sided. 

However, within 4R hours the order 
was reversed. An FBI spokesman dis- - 
closed that bureau agents had been 
directed to drop the ease, leaving the in- 
vestigation “in the hands of local 
authorities." 

As this issue of The SPOTLIGHT goes 
to press, the real reason behind the FBI's 
sudden decision to abandon the probe is, * 
stiii unclear. 

As a Palestinian refugee and lifelong 
advocate of his nation’s struggle against 
foreign occupation, Faruqi was a prime 
target for terrorist violence, federal in- 
vestigators say.

exile by the Israeli invaders, Faruqi 
served as mayor of his hometown, 
Ramla, on the West Bank. 

According to FBI investigators, the 
official who was subsequently elected to 
replace the exiled Faruqi was soon attcr- 
ward assassinated by Israeli terrorists. 
‘MAN OF PEACE* 

At Temple University, where both 
American and Arab students attended* 
his classes, Faruqi was an influential and 
popular teacher. “He was an interna- 
tionally known scholar and a strong 
spokesman for the rights of his people," 
Dr. Gerard Solovan, director of reli- 
gious studies at Temple, told SPOT- 
LIGHT special correspondent Paul 
Chevasson. 

“But he was also regarded, at least by 
those of us who knew* him, as a man of 
peace.” 

For the past 15 years, Faruqi, a lead- 
ing authority in his Held-, has taught a 
variety of courses on the religious doc- 
trine and cultural history of the world of 
Islam at Temple, where he became a full 
professor in 1974. 

In 1975 he completed a book, “The 
Historical Atlas of Religions of the 
World,” his major publication among 
his numerous writings. The book has 
b^en < translated. into several languages 
and is regarded as a standard of scholar- 
ship. 

Sources close to the investigation say 
Jhat in recent years Faruqi has emerged 
as a key spokesman for the Palestinian 
cause in the United States. These sources 
recalled with concern that Victor Van- 
cicr, head of the JDL’s terrorist opera- 
tions in the New York-Philadclphia re- 
gion, and Mordecai (Mark) Levy, the 
JDO’s organizer and leader — both men 
identified by federal investigators as 
veteran terrorists— have publicly urged 
the assassination of Arabs who spoke 
out for the rights of Palestinians or for 
the Palestine Liberation Organization. 

Among his projected targets for assas- 
sination, Vancicr specifically cited a pro- 
fessor of Islamic doctrine at a major uni- 
versity in terms that suggested scholars 
were the chief targets of Israel’s current 
terrorist drive in this country. 

POLITICAL MOTIVE - 

Ahhough it was not generally known, 

' sources close to the investigation say 
Prof. Faruqi was about to begin a na- 
tionwide speaking tour with appearances 
on a New York campus and in Washing- 
ton as well as in several other cities — a 
possible political motive for the attack 
on his life. 

Shortly before he died, Faruqi pub- 
lished a paper on the Palestine crisis, 
which was recently quoted in an article 
in the New York “Times." 

The quote contended: “The injustices 
perpetrated by Zionism arc so complex, 
so compound and so grave that there ap- 
pears to be no way of stopping or undo- 
ing them short of a violent war.”

FBI Says Its Hands Are Tied

The terrorist division of the FBI 
has informed Liberty Lobby the 
agency is fully aware of a letter writ- 
ten by a well-known terrorist leader 
in which he makes a veiled threat 
against the Washington-based popu- 
list institution. 

The FBI says, however, it cannot take 



any action until there ha^bccn "some 
sort of direct activity." Words apparent- 
ly arc not enough, even though the ter- 
rorist in question, Victor Vancicr, has a 
long history of criminal activity (see 
related story). 

Vancicr, head of the Nep- York chap- 
ter of the Jewish Defense League (JDL), 
wrote a letter to the editor of the 
"Village Voice" (which was published in 
its June 3 issue) responding to an expose 
of Vancicr and his JDL activities. The 
article itself appeared in the May 6 issue 
of the New York weekly. 

Vancier noted that the article by one 
Robert Friedman (whom Vancier de- 
scribes as a "Jewish anti-Semite") con- 
ceded that the JDL has been,* as Vancier 
pul it, "experiencing a dramatic resur- 
gence in recent months. 

"This is partly due to thc.fact that Jew 
hatred* is rapidly rising, with the neo- 
nan* Liberty Lobby alone having hun- 
dreds of thousands of supporting names 
on its mailing’ list, and raising many 
millions of dollars," he said. 

Vancier went on to allege that Liberty 
Lobby is only one of dozens of what he 
called "nazi-Klan" groups, which, he 


said, are gaining daily in strength. 

"In addition," bemoaned Vancicr, 
"the fact that polls show the vast ma- 
jority of Blacks supporting Jew haters ' 
Jesse Jackson- and Louis Farrakhan 
(who called Hitler-a ’very great man* 
while denouncing Judaism as a 'gutter 
religion') has also stirred appropriate 
Jewish concern.*' 

Vancier complains that the "Voice" 
article had denounced JDL-linked ter- 
rorists for murdering anti-communist 
Soviet emigre Tscherim Soobzokov, 
who, Vancier claimed, "butchered 
thousands of Jewish children." Vancier 
called Soobzokov a "Nazi war crim- 
inal." 

Citing alleged "Arab nazi" acts of 
■ violence against Jews and Israelis, Van- 
cier accuses the "Voice" of being a pro- 
- ponent of "the new holocaust and the 
new genocide." 

Vancier has also been quoted as say- 
ing: "There is no difference ... be- 
tween a Nazi in Germany and an Arab in 
America who supports the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organization." 

Either is obviously a worthy target for 
destruction, in his view. •

Big Friends 

The violence-prone Jewish Defense 
League (JDL), its founder Brooklyn- 
born Rabbi Meir Kahane, now a 
member of the Knesset (the Israeli 
parliament), and the Zionist terrorist 
underground in general have friends in 
high places. 

One of the JDL’s leading patrons in 
this country is a New York accountant 
named Bob Jacobs. Jacobs gave Kahane 
$20,000 for his 1984 campaign for the 
Knesset and has raised money on behalf 
of terrorists in Israel. 

In this country Jacobs has also been 
politically active. He has raised money 
for his close friend Jesse Helms (R- 
N.C.) whom he accompanied on 
Helms’s first trip to Israel. Following 
that journey Helms enthusiastically en- 
dorsed Israel's continued occupation of 
the West Bank, in a featured article in 
"Policy Review, ** published by the 
Heritage Foundation. 

Jacobs has criticized New York JDL 
leader Victor Vancier for not being 
"militant enough." 

According to Vancier, ‘‘Jacobs says 
the JDL should be beating up American 
^ Arabs and left-wing Jews, ‘-especially 
journalists, who support the Palestine 
Liberation Organization." 

As noted in an accompanying story, 
the~Justicr Department has backed off

Apparently it 4 s OK for the Jewish

But, according to Victor Vancier, the 
JDL has been warned, "You are not to 
strike Soviet targets."

The Justice Department refused to 
comment on one particularly brutal act 
of terrorism, which is believed to be the 


work of the JDL/T*he department re- 
ferred The SPOTLIGHT to the FBI 
when this newspaper sought to deter- 
mine why the FBI has been withdrawn 
from the investigation into the slaying of 
Dr. Ismail Faruqi, a noted Islamic 
scholar. 

Faruqi, a Palestinian, was, with his - 
wife Lois, brutally stabbed to death in 
their home in* Cheltenham, Pcnnsyl- 
»■ vania, a suburb of Philadelphia (SPOT- . 
LIGHT, June 9). 

A spokesman for the bureau denied 
the agency had withdrawn from the 
probe, but in the next breath said the 
FBI had "no jurisdiction" over the case, 
because, he said, there was "no indica- 
tion" that the murder of the scholar and

Violence Will Make You Gasp 

“The’Jewish underground will strike targets that will make Americans gasp, 
says Victor Vancier, the 29-ycar-old violence-prone leader of the New York 
chapter of the Jewish Defense League (JDL). 

Those who make it their business to keep an eye on Vancier take his threats. 

5Cr in 1974 Vancier was convicted of his First felony— bombing a Soviet diplomat’s 
car in New York City. He was sentenced to two months in jail for his crime. 

According to the "Village Voice," Vancier, "after committing a wave of 
bombings’* and arson for which he says he was never arrested," was convjcted in 
December, 1978, along with a JDL colleague, for firebombmg 1 1 Egyptian diplo- 
matic targets in various locations along the East Coast. He served 16 months in 

^Afle* his release; Vancier was linked, through a group he founded called 
Jewish Direct Action (JDA), to the bombing of a Soviet diplomatic residence in 
New York in 1984, for which the JDA claimed credit. 

Vancier also dispatched JDL members, armed with stun guns, to attack groups 
of the "Jews- for Jesus'* organization who were distributing pamphlets on the 
streets of Manhattan. And just a few weeks ago the JDL boasted of breaking into 
and vandalizing Christian churches that proselytize Jews. 

Those who have been threatened by Victor Vancicr clearly have reason to be 
alarmed. 
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his wife was politically motivated or ter- 
rorist in nature. 

The bureau's spokesman quickly add- 
ed, however, that the FBI continues to 
make its technical assistance available 
(as it does for any police department) to 
the, local authorities who are investigat- 
ing the double murder. 

The county coroner who investigated 
the Faruqi slayings '-has declared he 
believes the intention was purely homi- 
cidal. He said there was no sign of any 
attempted theft at the scene.

The intended victim is not named in 
the “Voice” story but FBI sources told 
The SPOTLIGHT the target is Prof. Ed-

Although the lengthy and rambling 
“Voice” story occasionally seems to 
suggest JDL terrorists are merely, as a 
New York legislator described Vancier, 
“extremely 'sincere, dedicated . ♦ . and

charges,” notes that “the Jewish under- 
ground in Israel has set the stage for the 
Jewish underground in America.” 

Americans should prepare for “an 
unprecedented wave of violence,” warns 
Vancier. “TPyou think the Shiites in 
Lebanon arc capable of fantastic acts of 
suicidal terrorism, the [Israelii under- 
ground will strike targets that will make 
Americans gasp.” . 

FBI sources told The SPOTLIGHT an 


updated report on the resurgence of 
Israeli-linked violence was waning on

• Israel Levi, a key organizer or 
Begin’s Herut Party. Levi was a bomb- 
maker in earlier years and responsible 
for the explosion that wrecked 
salem *s King David Hotel on July Z», 
1946. Levi now handles liaison between 
the Herut and the JDL and similar 
gangs.

My many thanks for taking considerable time out of your very busy 
schedule to meet with some of the leadership of the Arab-American 
constituency in your district. 

In our meeting, we expressed our grave concern over the killing of Mr. 
and Mrs. Faruqi. The Faruqis were scholars, educators. Mr. Faruqi was 
especially recognized as an international authority on Islam and had 
made significant contributions in the areas of Christian-Jewish-Muslim 
relations as demonstrated in his many writings and especially in his 
book, Trialogue of Abrahamic Faiths . 

The concern of many in our community is that the murders were 
politically motivated because Mr. Faruqi was a naturalized citizen who 
had immigrated from Palestine. In an article in the Village Voice just 
days before the murders took place, the JDL made some threats against 
an unnamed professor. 

I am writing to ask you to write to William Webster, Director of the 
FBI, to make certain that the FBI investigates this matter and exhausts 
all possible motives for the murders, including the political ones.

AhmadAbu Junaid reports from Washington on the brutal killing 
of the internationaly renowned Islamic scholar, Professor Isma il 
al-Faruqi and his wife, and attempts to trace the motives behind 
his murder 


gg&On 27 May. at approximately 
^*2. 30am, Professor Ismail Raji al- 
Faruqi. an internationally known Islamic 
scholar and archivist, and his wife Dr Lois 
' Lamya al-Faruqi, were stabbed to death in 
their home in Philadelphia. Seriously 
wounded in the attack was Faruqi's 
daughter. Dr Anmar el Zein. She is now 
reported to be in fair condition at Rolling 
Hill Hospital in Philadelphia. 

About 200 stiches were needed to close 
six stab wounds in her chest and arms. The 
Faruqi’s youngest daughter, one of the 
couple’s four children living at home, i 
escaped attack by hiding in an upstairs 
closet with Zein's 18-mon*h-old son. Dr 
Zein later described the attacker as a 
black man in his thirties, 5 feet 10 inches 
tall, weighing more than 200 pounds. 

The attacker's knife, which was found 
near Dr Ismail al-Faruqi’s body, had a 10- 
inch razor sharp blade. A screw driver, 
apparently used to break open the kitchen 
window, was found in a nearby curb side 

trash can. Police described tfcie knife as ' 
. » . . 
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“the type made popular by Rambo and i 
Kang Fu movies.” * ! 

According to police, the intruder broke J 
open a window of a back shed adjacent to 1 
the kitchen. Dr Lamya Faruqi. who was 
awake for suhur , heard the noise and 
rushed to the kitchen. The intruder, 
without uttering a word, started stabbing 
her. Soon the 60-year-old frail ladv fell 
dead from the brutal stab wounds'. Dr 
Anmar el-Zein was attacked when she 
heard her mother’s screams and came 
downstairs. The killer followed her 
through the house. Dr Ismail al-Faruqi 
awoke and came out of the bedroom. The 
man left Zein and attacked Dr Ismail al- 
Faruqi. Dr al-Faruqi was stabbed and 
hacked 13 times in the chest and 
abdomen. 

When the police came a few minutes 
later, they found Anmar el Zein sitting on 
the kitchen floor bleeding profusely. Her 
parents were already dead. Lamya al- 
Faruqi. soaked in blood, was lying face up 
on the floor of the shed, and Ismail al- 


Faruqi was lying face down in the fror 
room den area. 

Although the local police began it 
investigations with the theory that It was 
“sloppy" burglary, the FBI was asked t 
provide investigative and technics 
assistance “because of al Faruqi 
prominence in the Islamic world." Th 
burglary theory became less tenable whe 
it was found that nothing was missing fror 
the home of the victims. “I don't believ 
this is a burglary," the Montgomer 
country coroner Dr Theodore Garcia sah 
in an interview. “It is my opinion tha 
these are assassinations." Garcia said tha 
the stabbing of the renowned Islami 
scholars appeared to be “deliberate" am 
“premeditated." Dr Garcia based hi 
conclusion on the nature of the sta 
wounds. The extent and number of th 
wounds indicate that the attacker wa 
deliberately trying to kill the couple 
rather than incapacitate them, he said. . 
burglar would not have made such 
deliberate attempt to make certain th 
Faruqis did not survive the attack. D 
Garcia said. 

Although nothing conclusive can b 
said before the completion of th 
investigations by the Philadelphia poiie 
and the FBI. the savage and gruesom 




killings of Dr Ismail al Faruqi. who had 
become a living symbol of Islamic 
resurgence in the United States, cannot be 
considered unrelated to some disturbing 
developments for the Muslims and Arabs 
I in a country which takes considerable 
pride in its religious and ethnic pluralism 
and tolerance. 

There is a violently anti-Muslim and 
anti-Arab trend which has been 
developing recently in the United States 
as a result of the dangerously 
indiscriminate diatribe against “Islam" 
and “Arab" “terrorism" by government 
agencies and the media. A week before he 
ordered the air attack against Libya, 
President Reagan, during a news 
conference, first identified Colonel 
Qaddafi as a “Muslim" and then 
described hims as a “terrorist", “a mad 
dog", and “barbarian". The press and 
television have also continued to use the 
label “Moslem terrorists" in their reports 
on the events in the Middle East. 

A conservative daily newspaper which 
has close contacts with the 
Administration, recently ran a front-page 
headline of “Islamic Terrorism in the 
US." This sweeping indictment of Islam 
and all Muslims (read “Arabs") by the 
media has created a psychological climate 


in which Islam and terrorism have become 
synonymous in the consciousness of an 
ordinary American. This constant attempt 
to equate Islam with terrorism in the 
minds of the American audience has been 
accompanied by calls for “retribution", 
“retaliation", and “revenge" by both the 
official circles and the increasingly 
influential religious and conservative 
groups. Together they have created a 
situation in which some over-zealous 
individuals or organisations have taken 
the law' into their own hands and attack 
prominent Islamic figures and 
institutions. Reports of vandalism against 
the mosques and Muslim community 
centres in the. United States have more 
than tripled in recent months. 

When the television ‘evangelist Pat 
Robertson, who is considering seeking the 


1988 Republican presidential nomination 
and claims millions of followers in his 
electronic church, denounces the Libyan 
leader Qaddafi as an “Islamic 
fundamentalist" and suggests that the 
only way to stop Qaddafi's “terrorism" is 
to “kill him", he gives encouragement to 
those looking for some Islamic 
fundamentalist target in their own 
neighbourhood. 

The assassination of Dr Faruqi could 
also be related to the resurgence of Jewish 
terrorist organisations in the United 
States which, during the past two years.’ 
have claimed “credit" for numerous 
bombing attacks against Arabs who were 
considered dangerous. Professor Ismail 
Faruqi, a prominent Palestinian, who 
served as the last Palestinian governor of 
Galilee during 1945-48. spoke fearlessly

© While the Philadelphia police and the FBI continue to investigate the motives of 
the assassination, they haven’t yet found — or at least made public — any 
conclusive lead that could help them to track the assassin. 

Meanwhile, some interested circles are suggesting that the assassinations could have 
been the result of some intra-Muslim, factional hostility. This was given added 
credence by a Voice of America broadcast in which a newly-converted and disgruntled 
Muslim was mentioned as an alleged perpetrator of the crime. This story also 
appeared in some Muslim world newspapers. 

But those who have known Professor Faruqi for many years, and were close to him 
in Philadelphia, outrightly reject this view and say that he was one of the few Muslim 
leaders who was equally respected by all Muslim groups in the area. “He was equally 
popular among the immigrant as well as the local, Afro-American Muslims,” a local 
Muslim leader in Philadelphia told Arabia . 

He was frequently invited to speak by all Muslim organisations and was always a 
consensus choice to lead the Eid prayers. “He was an affectionate and friendly man 
who would never offend anyone in any way,” said another Muslim leader who has 
known Professor Faruqi since he first came to Philadelphia in 1968. “He always 
emphasised the need for unity among the various Islamic groups and organisations 
and was of the firm view that the local, native-born American Muslims should be the 
ones to lead the Islamic movement in North America,” Ghulam Nabi Fai, a close 
associate of Professor Faruqi saidv 

Arabia has also learnt from reliable sources who are quite knowledgeable about the 
internal situation of the Temple University where Professor Faruqi taught, that 
Professor Faruqi was facing considerable and open hostility from some of his 
colleagues in the department of ReligiousStudies. 

Several Muslim students have complained that their decision to work under 
Professor Faruqi’s supervision has caused them problems with some other professors 
in the department. A non-Muslim colleague of Professor Faruqi when contacted by a 
local newspaper reporter for his reaction to the assassination said bluntly, without any 
sympathy, that Faruqi was a controversial figure who used to hurt people’s feelings!

against the Zionist occupation of his 
homeland and wrote extensively against 
the Jewish propogandists in the United 
States. 

The Near East Report , the official 
newsletter of the American Israel Public 
Affairs Committee (AIPAC), described 
Prof Faruqi in its January 1984 issue as the 
one who wants to “destroy the state of 
Israel.” This lead was immediately picked 
up and the Jewish Anti-Defamation 
League included Prof Faruqi’s name in a 
secret letter sent out to its campus 
chapters asking them to monitor his 
activities. Faruqi’s nameaiso came up in a 
recent, conference at the Hebrew 
University of Jerusalem, where he was 
described as “the most dangerous enemy 
of Israel” since he was trying to blend 
Islam and the Palestinian national 
liberation movement in order to dislodge 
the Israeli occupation of Palestine. 

A front-page story published in the May 
6, 1986 issue of The Village Voice , a mass- 
circulation left-wing pro-Israeli weekly of 
New York, carried a story entitled “Nice 
Jewish Boys with Bombs”, written by 
editor Robert I Friedman. It was based on 
extensive interviews with the leaders of 
the Jewish Defense League (JDL), a 
Jewish terrorist organisation established 
by Rabbi Meir Kahane in 1968 to 
intimidate and punish anyone who dared 
to speak against Israel. It was a 
remarkable story in that the JDL leaders 
openly discussed with Freidman their past 
terrorist activities as well as their future 
plans to unleash an “unprecedented wave 
of violence” against the anti-Israel and 
anti-zionist elements in the United States. 

The New York JDL chief, Victor 
Vancier warned, “If you think the Shiites 
in Lebanon are capable of fantastic acts of 
suicidal terrorism. the Jewish 
underground will strike targets that will 
make you gasp." One of the targets 
Vancier specifically mentions in his 
outburst is a “prominent Palestinian 
American professor” who has been 
marked for liquidation. 

In December, William Webster, the 
FBI director, had warned that Arab 
Americans had entered a “zone of 
danger”, and were prime targets of 
“Jewish extremist groups”. A 
Washington weekly Spotlight reported in 
its 19 May, 1986 issue that an updated FBI 
report on the resurgence of Israeli and 
Jewish linked violence in the US was 
waiting on President Reagan’s desk when 
he returned from the economic summit in 
Tokyo. 

It is against this background that the 
tragic event of 27 May took place. One 
cannot pinpoint the motives of the killer at 
this stage, or say whether the perpetrators 
of this heinous crime acted alone. Pending 
investigations, however, Muslims in the 
US and abroad, will continue to entertain 
serious doubts and suspicions. 


Rarely has a single couple made such 
a great contribution to Islamic da'wa 
work in the West as that made by Dr 
Ismail al Faruqi and his wife Lamya. 

Deeply convinced of the relevance of 
the Islamic message to the plight of 
modem man, the Faruqis devoted their 
intellectual talents and energy in the 
service of Allah and of their fellow 
Americans. It was during their travels in 
the US and abroad that they helped build 
a vast and effectively organised network 
of believers, friends and supporters. 

It was only because of their presence 
that Temple University soon became a 
prominent seat of Islamic learning in the 
United States. At the time of his death. 
Prof. Ismail al-Faruqi was advising more 
.than thirty students from all over the 
Muslim world. 

Ismail al-Faruqi started out as a 
Professor of Islamic and Arabic studies 


who was deeply concerned abou 
plight of his fellow Palestinians in the 
1950s. He was one of the first Palest 
intellectuals who undertook to crea 
awareness among educated Americr 
the true nature of the Arab-Israeli co 
in the Middle East.

The AMSS was created to serve 
as a forum for the discussion of 
contemporary. intellectual thought within 
the framework of Islam. It was in this 
context that Faruqi published a ‘series of 
Monographs on Islamisation of 
knowledge. 

In pursuit of this objective, Faruqi and 
his colleagues founded the International 
Institute of Islamic Thought (HIT) in 
198T82. The HIT was intended to pioneer 
a broad-based intellectual movement to 
think anew the epistemological bases of 
contemporary Islamic thought. The 
analytical brilliance Dr Faruqi displayed 
in his last major work Tawhid inspired 
many, including its critics, to pursue the 
themes developed in this book. There is 
no doubt that the emerging movement for 
the Islamisation of knowledge and its 
institutional manifestation in the form of 
HIT will be Faruqi's most enduring 
legacy. 

Professor aLFaruqi was also a 
pioneering spirit behind the establishment 
of the American Islamic College in 
Chicago and served as its first president. 

| He taught at the McGill University, 

| Syracuse University, the Central Institute 
of Islamic Research, Karachi, AI-Azhar 
University and served as a consultant in 
Islamic studies for universities throughout 
the Muslim world. At the time of his 
death, he was professor and head of the 
Islamic studies programme at Temple 
University where he had been teaching for 
the past 18 years. 

Prof al-Faruqi founded the Islamic 
Studies Group of the American Academy 
of Religion and chaired it for ten years. He 
was also the vice-President of the 
Interfaith Colloquiem, the Christian- 
Jewish-Muslim Conference and one of the 
major figures in the on-going trialogue 
between the three Abrahamic faiths. He 
created the neologism "Trialogue" and 
edited the first book entitled Trilogue of 
Abrahamic Faiths , a work which has been 
acclaimed a major effort to build bridges 
between peoples of the three revealed 
religions. 

At the time of his death. Prof al-Faruqi 
was putting the finishing touches to his 
monumental work Atlas of Islamic Culture 
and Civilisation . soon to be released by 
MacMillan Publishing Company. His 
other work Historical Atlas of the 
Religions of the World , a standard 
reference on the subject throughout the 
world, was also published by the j 
MacMillan Company in 1974. ! 

Dr Ismail al-Faruqi has been described ! 
by many of his colleagues as one of the ‘ 
most formidable minds in Islamic Studies | 
| in the West. At 65. -he had behind him a j 
f celebrated 'career of a profound scholar, a I 


devoted teacher, and an active da’wa 
across the continents. Dr Lamya al- 
Faruqi, who was a scholar of great 
distinction in her own right, contributed 
enormously towards explicating the 
Islamic traditions in art and culture. 
Lamya met Ismail Faruqi in Syracuse 
where she was completing her doctorate 


on “The Nature of the Musical Art of 
Islamic Culture”. 

Though the Faruqis are no longer with 
us, their memory will continue to inspire 
thousands of Muslims who came into 
contact with them during their 
extraordinary careers as teachers and 
da'wa.

at a camp In the Cnfskill mountains. 
Soon camp alumni had graduated from

The sit-down at Lou G. Siegel's was

enemies. Levy once belonged to the JDL

had a habit of launching violent actions 
on his own. Rubin says he finally beat up 
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Levy so severely that he spent two weeks 
in the hospital. 

Meanwhile, by his own account, Levy 
spent much of the early 1980s leading a 
double life. In Loe Angeles, he was a mav- 
erick JDL activist. During the same peri- 
od, he would sometimes turn up on the 
East Coast, reincarnated as a security 
agent for a violently anti-Semitic, right- 
wing hate group headed by Lyndon La- 
Rouche. Of Levy, LaRouche once said: "1 
think of him as^my son.” Nevertheless, 
Levy claims he didn’t join LaRouche, but 
rather infiltrated the group and shared 
what he learned with the Anti-Defama- 
tion League of the B’nai B’rith and other 
Jewish organizations. Gail Gant, an ADL 
official in New York, admits that Levy 
provided them with information about 
LaRouche. In 1982 Levy changed colors 
again and founded the JDO— which, like 
the JDL, has been dedicated to a cam- 
paign of violent harassment against its 
enemies. 

Word of the Lou Siegel meeting quick- 
ly leaked to Kahane in Israel "He was 


horrified when he found out," Rubin lat- 
er told me. "He thought I’d gone over to 
the enemy camp." A few weeks later, Ka- 
hane tent Rubin a threatening letter 
written on Knesset stationery. "Dear 
Irv,*’ the letter began, "I was really dis- 
tressed to hear you're involved in dope 
smuggling from Mexico. Give my regards 
to Munay and Bert P.S.: Bob Manning 
also sends hit beet, ...

Vancier announced that “a Jewish under- 
ground” composed of recent Russian 
Jewish immigrants would stage violent 
attacks against Pan Am planes because 
the airline had resumed flights that day 
to the Soviet Union. 

But Vancier is focusing -most of his 
considerable energy on findfag "quali- 
fied” Jewish activists to join the JDL. On 
a bitter, cold day last January^ yfendar- 
introduced me. lalve meo'Gi railed the 
JBL’s""Ntrw Wave’*— professionals with 
families who had belonged to the JDL in 
their youth, left it for successful careers, 
and are now reinvolved. The men, who 
represent JDL chapters in the Village, 
Staten Island, Fiatbush, and Brighton 
Beach, agreed to be bterviewed in a 
Chelsea bar so long as their identities 
were kept secret 

"Ronnie,” a soft-spoken, bearded fa- 
ther of two young children, runs a con- 
sulting firm in New Jersey. He moved to 
Israel b the mid-1970s, but found eco- 
nomic conditions too harsh and moved 
back to New York. Now he has a yuppie 
income and a co-op in the Village. 

Fbur months ago, Ronnie told me, ho 
helped the JDL enter the computer age. 
He and a friend set up a nationwide JDL 
computer network by renting lines from 
American Peoplelbk, a large - Chicago 
telecommunications firm. "Using home 
computer terminals, Ronnie said, "Irv 
Rubin in L.A., Victor in New York, and 
{focal JDL head) Ken Sidman in Boston 
can communicate with, each other at the 
touch of a keyboard. The ‘conversations' 
ran be encrypted so that even if the FBI 
was on the Ibe, they’d need to break the 


code to understand it.” 

Ronnie says the system can also be 
used as an. electronic bulletin board to 
provide news about upcombg JDL dem- 
onstrations or Kahane’s latest political 
pronouncement. So far, he says, about 70 
JDL members around the country are 

plugged into the network. • 

Ronniqjdaims - JDL hackers have also 
" 'OsSd’Qie system to break into a similar 
network set up by a neo-Nazi group b 
North Carolina. He says the JDL has-left 
threatening messages on the Nazis' bulle- 
tin board and is trying to electronically 
steal the group’s membership list. 

I asked Ronnie if he condoned a violept 
Jewish underground that murdered Arab 
American supporters of the PLO and al- 
leged Nazis. . 

"It’s a tough question," he said, "I’vM 
often thought about whether I could kill 
a Nazi or Arab who supports the PLO. I 
| don’t know if I could: I do know there is

the JDL in Brighton Beach, a predomi- 
nately Russian Jewish enclave of Brook- 
lyn. "Now with Kahane in the Knesset 
it s different. Last year when he came to 
Brighton Beach he spoke to overflow 
crowds. I won't lie and say the majority 
in our community favors Kahane. The 
majority of Russian Jews in the U.S. are 
politically apathetic. But there is a grow- 
ing minority who support Kahane and 
the Jewish Underground."

He did his 
post-doctoral research at Al-Azhar University, Cairo, in 1954-58. During his 
post-doctoral research at McGill, Faculty of Divinity in 1959-61 on Christianity 
and Judaism, he wrote che famous book Christian Ethics , A Historical and 
Systematic Analysis of Its Dominanc Ideas. Professor Hendrik Kraemer, 

Emeritus Professor, University of Leydan wrote the Preface and called it "a 
remarkable and noteworthy book written by a committed Muslim modernist and 
distinguished scholar 


Professor al Faruqi Caught at the McGill .University, Syracuse University, 
the Central Institute of Islamic Research Pakistan, Al-Azhar University, and 
served as consultant in Islamic studies for universities throughout the Muslim 
world. He was Professor in the Department of Religion at Temple University, 
where he founded and headed the Program in Islamic Studies. 

Professor al Faruqi founded the Islamic Studies Group of the American 
Academy of Religions and chaired it for ten years. He has been the Vice-President 
of the Interfaith Colloquiem, the Chris tian-Jewish-Muslim Conference and one of 
the main contributors on the on-going trialogue between the three Abrahamic 
faiths. He created the neologism "Trilogue” for the first time and edited the 
first book under the title: Trilogue of Abrahamic Fa-ifh. Ms. Ellen Z. Cherry 

of the National Conference of Christians and Jews, New York, calls this book a 
'’gem" and praises it for its 'Vibrancy that flows from each page of this compact 
volume ... Tri logus is refreshing because it does not rehearse platitudes about 
one God, sacred scriptures, a common ancestory frequently trotted out on such 
occasions. Rather, its three sections are devoted to each traditions' view 
or the other, ... I n sum, Trilogue is a must for anyone seeking to look at 
inter-religious conflict from a fourth standpoint apart from the three tradi- 
tions ... it remains a valuable resource for a conversation that remains in its 
infancy” . 

Alas! The premature death of Professor al Faruqi did not give him 
enough time co develop this conversation beyond infancy. He dedicated his ' 
life to build bridges between Christianity, Judaism and Islam. He will be 

missed by his students, followers and by the people he inspired from all 
religions and all continents. 

His Muslim and non-Muslim students have travelled from far-off places 
to participate in his funeral ceremony and to say farewell to the 


person who 


has given them a perspective that transcends racial, ethnic, national and other 
barriers. He was an affectionate teacher and fatherly figure for his students. • 
His students are now spread across the continents. 

Professor al Faruqi was giving his finishing touches to his monumental 
work Atlas of Islamic Culture and Civilization , soon to be released by 
MacMillan Publishing Company. This will serve as a specialized reference work 

i 

in his field. His co-authored book Historical Atlas of the Religions of the 
World was published by MacMillan in 1974. 

Professor al Faruqi was the founder President of the Association of Muslim 
Social Scientists and one of the founders and presently the President of the 
International Institute of Islamic Thought. He believed that the backwardness 
of the Islamic world community was due to the- lack of creative application of 
Islamic teachings and re-examination of the heritage of Muslims. His books 
— . wtlid > Islamiz ation of Knowledge , and Islamic Thought and Culture are exampes 
of scholarly excellance and original icy. 

Behind every great man, there is a great woman. Dr. Lamya al Faruqi was a 
great scholar in her own right. Her unique contribution was in the Islamization 
of Art. She demonstrated how Islamic - Art was purposeful and not just art for 
the sake of art. She contributed to very many journals all over the world. She 
lectured in the universities and inspired men and women to come up with concepts 

and ideas in art that served the transcendental role of Islam as a sublimating 
- force. 

We lament the loss of these two great scholars, an irreparable loss to 
the academic world, to the Islamic community and to the world at large, the likes 
of whom are horn and brought up very rarely.

Our investigation into this tragic incident is being addressed by 
teams of our finest investigators, including members of our 
successful Terrorism Task Force operations in various cities.

We write to you concerning the growing prejudice in the 
United States against Muslim citizens. This prejudice is 
nurtured by the language and images contained in some media 
reports and by the comments of some of the highest political 
leadership of this country. As representatives of both Muslim 
and Christian organizations, we solicit your support in 
opposition to those interests and practices which perpetuate this 
prej udice. 

Because of the bigotry in this country, a climate has 
developed which seems to tolerate acts of violence toward ^ 
Muslims .q One such act was the assassination of Dr.s .^I_sB^J^.nd- 
Lamya al-Faruqi ... We are concerned that so little progress 
toward t h eVar re st and prosecution of the assassin has been made 
by our law enforcement agencies. Several weeks ago we sent an 
inquiry to the Federal Bureau of Investigation about this matter. 
A copy of the letter is enclosed. The reply indicates the crime 
will not be solved unless law enforcement agencies are given' a 
considerable amount of encouragement. We solicit also your 
intervention with the appropriate law enforcement agencies so 
that this crime will be solved and the apprehensions of Muslim 
citizens will be dispelled.

Dr. Ismail al— Faruqi , aged 65, was a professor of religion who helped 
establish many Islamic institutions in the United States, such as the Muslim 
Students Association in the 1960s.: the Association of Muslim Social 

Scientists in the 1970s; and the International Institute of Islamic Thought 
and the American Islamic “'£ol lege in the 1980s. 

He. was also the founder and chair of the Islamic Studies Group of 
American Academy of Religion; the vice president of the Interfaith 
Colloquium; a prominent member of the Christian— Jewish— Muslim 
Conference; and the author of many books on religion. 

His wife Dr. Lois Lamya al— Faruqi, aged 60, was also a well-known 
of Islamic art and culture. 

Both were academics who were trying — peacefully — to build bridges between 
the Muslim world and America. They were doing nothing more than exercising 
their First Amendment rights of free speech and freedom of religion. 

Because of just this, their murder is far more of a threat to American 
values and way of life (and even to the rights guaranteed in the 
Constitution and Bill of Rights) than the murders of Americans killed 
abroad, tragic as their deaths also were. 

As a U.S. Senator, shouldn't you be concerned about this threat, a threat 
which could undermine democracy itself? Or do First Amendment rights not 
extend to American) 

If you do not 

taci t^pfpPS^lT^to some people to attack and murder (without fear of justice) 
innocent Americans whose only crime is to be Muslim or of Arab descent, or 
who try to make Islamic culture better understood in America. 

I urge you to put pressure on the FBI to find their murderers with the 
same seal of President Reagan when he ordered the bombing of Libya. I also 
urge you to protect the First Amendment rights of all Americans, including 
Americans who are Muslim or of Arab descent.
